And, whereas, the Petroleum and Explosives Safety 
Organisation is satisfied that the proposed import of 
explosives shall be used for oil exploration purposes and, 
therefore, necessary exemption may be granted from the 
purview of sub-ruJc(2)ofRulc3l ofthe Explosives Rules, 
1983 which prohibit import or export ofexplosivesspcci lied 
herein by air; 

And. whereas, the Director General of Civil Aviation 
has, in exercise oft he powers conferred by rule 8 of ihc 
Aircrafts Rules, 1937. granted necessary permission with 
certain conditions to M/s Reliance Industries Limited, 
Mumbai to carry such explosives by air vide their permit 
number 171-DG/20O8 dated the 14th July, 2008 which is 
valid upto the 31st December. 2008; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred

from aircraft ft* van begins. The arrangement 
shall continue till such transfer is completed 
and the van is duly lucked and leaves the site; 

(vi) smoking or use of naked light shall not be. 
permitted within the cordoned area; and 

(vii) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to 
ihe siorage magazine licensed under the said 
rules and no undue delay shall he made on Ihe 
way and all provisions of the said rules and 
local traffic rules and municipal regulations, if 
any, shall be complied with during the 
transportation ofthe explosives. 
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
